¢ result of the March of Dimes 
in action,” Mrs. Wilder reports. 
“Some of the .cases required 
extensive:.dherapy and others 
were  -immeg@iately serious. 
There were seyeral deaths in 
the: isolation ward during the 
time I was there.” 

Mrs. Wilder recalls that 1952 
was a year during which there 
was @ bad outbreak of polio 
among adults. 

For herself, the Menlo Park 
housewife recalls that she was 
over the worst part of her at- 

| tack in a month, but that she 
had todearn to talk, using oth- 
| < er museles.than the ones she 
had used:-previously. 
“Thee wexe dbree months 

of speed therapy before I 
was eensidered $0 be over the 
t effects of the attack,” Mrs. 
| Wilder says. 

| “My husband says I don’t 
ght sound the same way that I 
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used to. before I had the dis- 

ease, but personally, I can’t 

tell the difference.” 
Therapy could have been 
much more extensive, Mrs. 
Wilder says, and it was recom- 
mended at the time she was re- 
4 govering that she take several 
more months of therapeutic 
i treatment than the three 
she got in. 
“During all this, the March 
of Dimes paid for the iron lung, 
the therapy, and the special 
nursery care my daughter re- 
quired,” Mrs. Wilder says. 
“The help was doubly im- 
portant to us because my hus- 
band was just starting his pri- 
vate practice and we would 
have had great difficulty in fi- 
nancing the medical help that 
was needed.” 
_ The Wilders moved to Menlo 

Park three years ago and ev- 
ery year since then, Mrs. Wild- 
er has aided the drive. 

Depending on whether or 
not enough volunteers appear 
to help, she will either “chair- 
man” the drive from her home, 
or hit the pavement herself in 
{ire canvass:for funds. 

“I saw the March of Dimes 
work.in.my,case,” she explains,

Atherton Police Chief Le- 
roy Hubbard ‘this ‘week declar- 
ed his men would back to the 
hilt any disciplinary action 
sought by administrators at 
Menlo-Atherton High School, 
in the wake of a brawl in the 
school’s gymnasium parking 
lot last Friday night. 

One boy was injured and 
hospitalized for treatment of a 
broken ankle.

There were several ver- 
sions of what went on circu- 
lating at Ravenswood, Wood- 
side and Menlo - Atherton 

high school campuses Mon- 
day, after the affair. There 
were no police on duty at 
the time of the fights, and 
they had no first-hand re- 
ports. 

Chief Hubbard pointed out 
that, normally, officers are 
called out whenever a Menlo- 
Atherton sports event takes 
place in the evening. Friday 
night’s game at the gym in- 
volved basketball teams of 
Ravenswood and Woodside 
high schools, however, and no 
police were called. 

At the same time, Menlo- 
Atherton students had conven- 
ed at a dance at J building, the 
school’s multi-purpose room; 
some of the participants in the 
fights were identified as “stu- 
dents from neither of the 
schools involved in the basket- 
ball game.” 

The injured youth, who was 
given emergency treatment at 
Palo -Alto Hospital before be- 
ing taken home, told police he 
was hit from behind and broke 
his ankle when he fell. 

He was characterized by

City Fathers 
Unconvinced 
About Sewers 


The city council got another 
long look at the Menlo Park 
Sanitary District’s plans for ex- 
pansion of its sewerage system 
Tuesday night, 

They indicated, at the end of 
the informal study session, that 
they still didn’t feel built-up 
parts of the district should have 
to pay for larger lines to ac- 
commodate what might devel- 
op farther west. 

As Mayor William R. Law- 
son put it, “My enthusiasm 
is strictly under control.” 

The city’s reception was 
based largely on city policy of 
maintaining that Menlo Park 
residents should not be taxed 
to provide services for resi- 
dents of unincorporated areas. 

But even if the Sanitary dis- 
trict moves to provide new 
lines to meet expansion in 
Menlo Park itself, the council 
was warned, taxpayers within 
the city limits will have to pdy 
something. 

Edwin Wells, representing 
sanitary district financial con- 
sultants Stone and Youngberg, 
pointed out that some mains in 
what is now developed down- 
town Menlo Park area are now 
becoming inadequate. Some of 
these, he said, were put in as 
long as 50 years ago. 

Since it will probably be 
necessary to put in larger inter- 
ceptors anyhow, he said, it 
would be well to “plan for the 
ultimate” and put in mains 
large enough to accommodate 
possible future annexations in 
the drainage area the district 
may be called upon to serve. 
LOWER UNIT COST 

He said “rehabilitation” of 
the present system would cost 
about $300,000 more. 

An alternative to this, he 
said, wolud be to rehabilitate 
the present system on the basis 
of its ultimate growth, then 
sink parallel mains through 
Menio Park as areas to the 
west are built up. 

Councilmen challenged fig- 
ures which showed, they said, 
that some 3700 acres, including

Liquor Permit 


Menlo Park city . council 
Tuesday directed City Attor- 
ney James T. O’Keefe to “pur- 
sue an appeal” from an Aleo- 
helic Beverage Control Board 
finding that issuance of an off- 
sale liquor permit to the Food- 
land Market, 1209 Willow road, 
would not increase the crime 
problem in the Belle Haven 
area, 

The action backs testimony 
by the Menlo Park police de- 
pattment, which stated he- 
fore the hearing umpire, last 
month in San Francisco, that 
it was felt issuance of the 
permit would ificrease the po- 
lice problem in the area. 

Menlo Park police who testi- 
fied, however, said they didn't 
know how much the increase 
would be. 

At the same hearing, City 
Manager John ‘R. Johnson re- 
ported, the hearing officer 
asked Sam Mateo County Sher- 
iff Earl Whitmore two ques- 
tions: Whether a police prob- 
lem éxisted in the area and 
whether he thought he could 
handle it.

The sentimentalists must 
certainly be forced to admit 
that these don’t sound like 
the dimensions of a “village.” 
The booster-for-bigness might 

think these statistics are fine. 

But officials at city hall are 
willing to point out that, nowa- 
days, street department vehi- 
cles and city workers some- 
times have to travel a consid- 
erable distance before they can 
get onthe job. It’s two and a 
half. miles to the city limits in 
some directions; traveling by 
workers has to oF done on city 
time. 

When the city’s corporation 
yard in Belle Haven becomes a 
fact, the distance workers will 
have to travel to get to and 
from the actual job scene will 

have even more miles to cov- 
er. It'll be two and a half miles 
to the center of town from the 
new yard and it'll be about five 
miles out to the Sharon estate, 
should street or park mainte- 
nance work be required there. 

The city’s present corpora- 
tion yard has one advantage 
which won’t be duplicated by 
the new one: It’s centrally lo- 
cated. 

It has some disadvantages 
that won’t be duplicated, ci- 
ther. The city’s rolling stock 
is housed in buildings left ov- 
er from a World War IT hos- 
pital; they weren’t designed 
for. the purposes for which 
they’re being used and they 
are not particularly efficient. 

Not only that, the present 
corporation yard is in a high- 
value area; present city lead- 
ers April 14, the needs of the 
used better as’ a community 
center, where all members of 
the community can enjoy the 
advantages of the central loca- 
tion. 

As should be evident from 
the items which the city hopes 
to buy with bond monies, if a 
bond issue is passed by the vot- 
ers April 1 4,the needs of the 
community aren’t those of a 
“village” any more, either. 

The 31 man police force is a 
far cry from the small consta- 
bulary which used to keep 
things in order just 20 years 
or so ago; the station which of- 
ficers hope will be built on a 
scale which will allow opera- 
tion of the department as an 
efficient, large unit. 

A $600,000 underpass isn’t 
something most “villages” buy. 
But the need for one exists, as 
anybody who’s been stalled 
trying to get across town, via 
one of the three existing grade 
crossings of the Southern. Pa- 
cific tracks will tell you. 


25 Years Ago:

Was Deadly 
During ‘33 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that, 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community:

Atherton town councilmen 
Monday night went on record 
as opposing a plan put forth 
by the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, under which parking at 
railroad-owned land at the de- 
pot would be metered. 

Actually, they went on rec- 
ord as opposing such a plan 
for the entire peninsula. 

There are about 400 parking 
spaces in the depot area in 
Atherton, but only 150 of them 
are on railroad property.

During 1958 there were -288 
traffic accidents, the report 
said, as compared to 297 the 
previous year. Injury accidents 
were up 54 to 62 for the same 
period, however.’ 


The new totals, said Chief 
Potter, were at least partial- 
- ly a_reflection of the fact 
that enforcement has beén 
increasingly strict; in 1957, 
the department issued a to- 
tal of 5105 citations for mov- 
ing violations; this figure 
jumped to 7316 for 1958. 


Drunken drivers, too, were 
strictly controlled. The de- 
partment nabbed 53 as compar- 
ed with 31 during 1957. 


In a review of accident caus- 
es, Chief Potter said that, in 
1957, “failure to yield” right 
of way figured as a cause in 55 
mishaps, most of which were 
of the “left turn” variety. Next 
most usual cause was “follow- 
ing too close,” which figured 
as.a cause in 38; “not watch- 
ing the roadway,” to which was 
attributed. 27 mishaps and 
speed, 24. : 


Both fatalities involved chil- 
dren pedestrians who got, into 
the street, Chief Potter said. 

As for drops in other cate- 
gories of crimes, Chief Potter 
noted that juvenile cases drop- 
ped from 129 to 112; hit and 
run type offenses from 26 to 
16, and petty thefts from 148 
to 110. 


Grand thefts—crimes of this 
type involving more than $200 
—went from nine in 1957 to 10 
in 1958, Chief Potter declared. 

Although much publicity 
during the year centered on an 
apparent increase of domestic 
cases and quarrels in some 
parts of the city, Chief Potter 
said it-was difficult to tell just 
how much this type of misde- 
meanor increased. “Minor com- 
plaints” processed by the de- 
partment went up from 1178 
in 1957 to 1323 last year, and 
disturbing the peace cases from 
15 to 17. 

There were two murders, in- 
cluding a murder-suicide, in 
the. city in 1957. None was re- 
ported here last year.

Be it ordained and enacted by the 
Sanitary District Board of the Menlo 
Park Sanitary District, County of San 
Matco, State*of California, as follows: 

Article I 

GENERAL 
100. No territory shall be 
Menlo Park Sanitary 
District until there shall be paid to the 
district an annexation charge, such 
charge to be in addition to the re- 
quirements of any other rule, regula- 
tion, or ordinance of the Menlo Park 
Sanitary District. 

Section 101. Amounts received by 
the Menlo Park Sanitary District pur- 
suant to this General Regulation shall 
he deposited in a special fund to be 
designated “Construction Fund—An- 
nexation Fees” and shall be used only 
for purposes of capital improvements 
or for repayment of bond hinds used 
for capital improvements to the Menlo 
Park Sanitary District system. 

Section. 102. Annexation charges 
determined in accordance with this 
General Regulation shall be made for 
all annexations made on or after July 
1, 1958. 

Section 103. This regulation shall 
be reviewed not less often than annu- 
ally and shall be placed on the agenda 
of the first regular meeting in May of 
each year for this purpose.
